MURDERING INDIANS. 


| 


The Troops on the Trail of a Band in 
New Mexico. 


DENVER, July 23.—The Santa Fe New 
Mexican’s Los Cruces, N. M., special saysa 
reliable man arrived on the 2ist, who re- 
ports having left the camp of Lieutenant 
Guilfayle at St. Nicholas Springs the morning 
of the 20th and says: Lieutenant Guilfayle on 
Tuesday camped at Alamo Canon in the 
Sacramento Mountains. Two of his men ar- 
rived from Fort Stanton reported that about 
half-way between Alamo and Stanton on the 
return they were ambushed by Indians, who 
firedupon themat a distant range. The 
fire was returned for half an hour, resulting 
in one Indian being killed. One of the sol- 
diers was wounded in the thigh and two pack 
animals were killed. Upon the receipt of 
this news Guilfayle started in pursuit 
and at La Guinas found two Americans dead 


and riddled with bullets. Their bodies were 
still warm. Three miles further west he 


. sighted the Indians and a running fight en- 


sued for balfan hour to Ash Canon. The 
fight was carried on at a distance of three 
hundred yards, but theIndians being better 
mounted escaped. Six Indian ponies were 
found dead. It is not known whether any In- 
dians were killed, Guilfayle intended to con- 
tinue the pursuit immediately and feels conti- 
dent of catching the Indians. It is thought 
the Indians will either remain and fight in 
the San Andreas mountains or will cross the 
Jornado totbe Caballo mountains. The In- 
dians number tbirty squaws and _forty 
bucks, supposed to be from the old Mod. 
The miners in the Oregon mountains have 
been notified and are on the alert. Guel- 
fayle’sa force numbers twenty-five colored 
troops and twenty eight Arizona judian scouts. 
The remains of the unknown Americans were 
found near Puerto Deventunas, Mexico. 
They were evidently killed by the Indians.

At 7:30 he had aslight fever in consequenee 
of which the dressing of his wounds was 
postponed. A reaction followed promptly 
and the dressing has just now . been complet- 
ed. At present his pulse 1s 110, temperature 
101, respiration 24. |

EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, Jaly 
23. 11:30 A. M.—Dr. Boynton, who hastjust 
come from the President’s chamber, at@fib - 
utes the sudden rise in the President’s pulse 
and temperature to some obstruction inthe 
way of a free discharge of pus fromthe 
wound. Thesymptoms of granulation Were 
noticed along the track of the ball yesten@ay, 
and itis possible that this healing process 
going on at some point comparatively 
near to the external surface of the body has 
dammed up a quantity of pus in the deeper 
partjof the wound and that the cnill and in- 
creased feyer are to be thus accounted for.

had occurred. He has made no such state- 
ments. 


A Severe Relapse. 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—At 7 o’clock this 
morning the President showed his usual] 
morning symptoms of recovery, but about 8 
o’clock he was attacked with something like 
a chill He shook all over and his 
muscles all became rigid with what 
the surgeons call a rigor. This 
chilly, shaking sensation lasted until about 9 
o’clock when the fever set in and rose rapid- 
ly. His pulse went up to 130 and tempera- 
ture above 101, In an hour or so the fever 
declined. Someof the doctors are not yet 
able to define the cause of tne change. 
The flow of pus from the 
wound stopped this morning, 
and surgeons say this may have caused the 
change in the President’s condition. A 
longer drainage tube was substituted and the 
doctors pressed on the stomach and bowels, 
but very little pus exuded. Whether this 
means that the wound is healing between 
where the _—iball is and the mouth 
of the wound, or that an 
abscess is formingis not yet known. Dr, 
Bliss said just now he could not tell the cause 
of the change. The surgeons feel somewhat 
uneasy. 


The President’s Condition Serious. 
WASHINGTON, July 23.—At half past 12 
o’clock the surgeons madea partial examina- 


tion of the President, but he seem inclined 
to rest and they did not want to disturb him 
much. The result of this examination as 
given by the surgeons is that the condi- 
tion is not any more favorable 
than sevéral hours ago. In order not to dis- 
turb the President no other examination 
will be made until 7 o’clock this evening. The 
doctors are very reticent, only-saying that 
the change 1s probably caused by the stoppage 
of the discharge from the wound. They 
will not give any positive opinions, but ‘say 
they hope for the best. 


The Excitement Increasing. 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—All four of the 
President’s surgeons are now making an ex- 
amination to see if they can determine the 
cause of the change of condition. The Cabi- 
net Ministers were all sent for and have come 
tothe White House. There isa great deal 
of uneasiness in the city, growing out of the 
fact that nothing definite can vet be ascer- 
tained from the surgeons. 


The Discharge Almost Stopped. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Dr. Boynton, who 
was with the physicians during the examin- 
ation this morning, says there had been but 
a slight discharge of pus _ during 
the night. This might have been 
one cause of the chill. That is, an 
internal accumulation of pus might have 
caused it. Dr. Boynton says the chill lasted 
ten or fifteen minutes and shook the President 
up pretty badly. After the wound had 
been dresseda large tube was inserted, a 
new kind of dressing was used and an effort 
was made to force the pus from the wound 
by pressing on the abdomen. This did not 
have the same effect as a few days since, 
but it revealed the fact that the discharge was 
not entirely stopped. 


Not So Favorable. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 23.—The condi- 
tion of the President this morning jis not so 
favorable as yesterday, although the change 
is attributed by the surgeons to purely local 
causes and is not thought to indicate a dan- 
gerous relapse.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—The attending 
surgeons in consultation considered the Pres- 
dent’s condition such that the consulting 
surgeons, Hamilton of New York, and Agnew 
of Philadelphia, had better be called for at 
once. Atelegram was sent at noon asking 
them to come immediately. 


The Secretary’s Circular. 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—The following was 
sent this morning to each of the Cabinet offi- 
cers by the President’s Private Secretary: 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, July 23,8 A. M. 

The slight fever which madeits appearance 
between Sand 10 o’clock last evening, but 
which subsided during the night, is not no- 
ticeable this morning. This febril rise was 
due to alocal and temporary cause rather 
than to any general unfavorable change in the 


President’s condition. He is as well now as 
at the same ‘hour yesterday morning, and 
this, taken into consideration with the fact 
that he did not sleep so well as onthe pre- 
vious night, seems to indicate a gain in his 
favor.

Tae fun- 
eral takes place at three o’clock to-day at the 
Talbott farm, ab ut six miles out of town,and 
will be attended by the best people of the 
county,all of whom, by the way, have steadily 
held up their voices against this judicial mur- 
der. The mother acted like aninsane woman 
all evening. Sheis a fine-looking old lady, 
but grief has already prostrated her, and, as 
she stood at the threshold of her house 


with her long disheveled hair hanging down 
her back and her bosom almost bursting with 
sobs, she was notabad realization of Rachel 
mourning for her children and refusing to be 
comforted because they were not. Mrs. Mer- 
rill, the Quincy spiritualist, went home on 
the Cannon Balltrain last night. She had 
lost all of the excitement under which 
she was laboring during the day, 
and seemed to be physically and mentally 
prostrated. Her only remark was after the 
hanging, ‘‘Well, | would sooner be ip the 
place of either of those two bovs thanin Gov- 
ernor Crittenden’s.’?

We have this year been comfortably pelted 
with hailand compelled to exhume winter 
clothing. The wind-!lashed rain has drenched 
the town and the wind-lushed foam hus whit- 
ened the sea. Suberband terrible has been 
the aspect of the usually placid gulf,and won- 
derful its «ffects of color—biue, gray, green, 
purple, dark red, in mobile fleeting lines that 
seemto run like shivers over its heaving 
breast. 

On the evening of the 10th, the storm being 
at its height, I stood on the noble covered 
portico of the villa where I am “summering”’ 
(ob, irony!) watching the sinister spectacle, 
when far out on the water there passed dimly 
before me what seemed a phantom ship, half 
fortress and half vessel. sbe carried only a 
single mast bereft of sail and on either side 
two huge round towers like the watch-tow- 
ers of an ancient castle. By the aid of a spy- 
glass I could see that she was a steamer and 
was towing in her wake 
a large brig whose broken 
masts and ruined rigging spoke plainly of 
wreck and disaster. Butthe steamer—who 
and what was she? I confess the combined 
sagacity of our whole party was not able to 
make her out. Next day we learned that she 
was nothing fess than the formidable Duilio, 
the beaviest and largest iron-clad afloat, the 
special pride, and justly so, of the young Ital- 
ian navy. In the midst of this storm, with a 
heavy sea rupning, she had brought to off the 
coast of Capri and had effected the rescue of 
the bark Olivari with her crew and cargo, 
giving thus admirable proof of her sea-going 
qualities, and arriving in Naples on time 
~ attend the launch of the fast cruiser Flavio 
Gioja. 

the next day the storm had ceased, but the 
sea was still too heavy to admit of launchins 
the vessel. On the 12th, however, a splendi 
sun and windless atmosphere announced to 
all holders of tickets that the launch would 
surely take place. The dispatch boat Marc 
Antonio Colonna, the admiral ship Principe 
Amedeo, the iron-clads Affontiatore and 
Duilio, were delegated as escort of honor to 
the Staffetta, which carried the Queen and 
young prince, and as receiving squadron to 
the new warrior about to be set afloat. The 
members of the press and. special invited 
guests were distributed inthese vessels. I 
had the good fortune, shared by only three 
others, to make the —_ on board the superb 
Duilio. Indeed, my interests centered far 
more On the examination and observation of 
this colossal monster than onthe launca it- 
self, and under the guidance of the courteous 
second officer, Cavalier Lettembrini, I was 
enabled to form a clear idea of her wonderful 
offensive and defensive pewer. This tremen- 
dous engine of war. likethe Thunderer of the 
British navy, which [ recently visited in this 
port, is fully iron-clad. She was launched in 
1876 from the same dock where to-day the 
Flavio Gioja stadns lashed to her launching- 
cradle, awaiting the knoeck- 
ing out of the last prop. But how different 
now from then! Thena simple hull,anim- 
mense empty box that towered over the sea 
like a mountain,.now fully armed and equip- 
ped, with her engines,. her telephones, her 
electric wires, her torpedo boats and her 
fourimmense Armstrong guns. Each one 
of these monsters isof 1(-ton calibre, the 
Duilio being the only vessel afloat which car- 
ries such guns. They are located in the tow- 
ers, half projecting therefrom. In their vast 
mouths the body ofa man enters and disap- 
pears. The breech looks like the cupaloofa 
small court house. The charge of powder is 
conveyedin a sack the size of a two-hundred 
pound wheat sack; the ballis the size of one 
of those barrels which contains Jamaica rum: 
each charge has its own cart and the vessel 
contains 130 charges. The breech of the can- 
non contains a chamber with halfa barrel of 
water which is uncorked after each discharge 
and serves to cooi the piece. It is‘as if a giant 
should take a sip of water to slake his thirst. 
The loading is done by machinery and the 
firing also. The latter is effected from the 
upper bridge, there being inthe hollow iron 
mast—the one mast which we remarked on 
the night of the 10th—a chamber from which 
the whole vessel is commanded—a vast organ 
under the hand of the player. Admirable is 
the facility with which this great structure is 
governed. She turns upon herself with the 
ease of a yawl and answers everv movement 
of the helmas if she were a common bark, 
instead of the miracle of iron-fenced power 
and diabolical destruction she is. 

You should have seen us as the admiral 
Ship gave the signal of departure, when the 
Duilio, with all hands at their places, orders 
given and executed as quietly asina lady’s 
drawing-room, gently shook her iron sides, 
and, wheeling about like a dancing-girl, put 
her nose in the sea and sailed from ‘he port. 
The admiral ship jus: ahead—a position which 
she held only because the Duilio,under or- 
ders, kept the third point ofthe triangle by 
lighting only five of her ten boilers and go- 
ing at half speed—tossed and rolled percep- 
tibly in the still heavy swell of the sea, while 
we might truly say we walked the waters as 
ifthey were terrafirma. The motion was 
scarcely noticeable. Castellamare is but half 
an hour’s sailfrom the mole at Naples. As 
we neared her small but busy port the ves- 
sels fellinto line with the Russian fleet and 
one or two English ships alreidy on the 
ground (orrather water), and the Duilio, 
swinging round with her prowtothe wind, 
let go her anchor. The operators in the dock- 
yard, as soon as they saw her—the child of 
their first love,soto speak, she being the 
first great naval vessel built in Italy—raised a 
formidable cheer ofdelight. There was no 
holding them. They dropped picks and axes, 
Stay-ropes and sledges, and plunging into 
boats by scores paddled briskly out to salute 
the Duilio, leaving the Flavio Gioja in more 
than one sense hich anddry on the land. 
To see these little black boats 
loaded to the water’s edve rowing 
round the white sides of the marine monster 
(forthe Duilio, like the Thunderer,is painted 
white, as if she were angel instead of demon), 
eagerly inspecting her outfit, her rigging,what 
part of her great cannons was visible from 
their station, excitedly discussing her qual- 
ities, proud of her power, proud of her six- 
teen knots an hour speed, even,of her coquet- 
tish white dress; to see all this was to have an 
idea of the intense heartiness, the whole- 
souled enthusiasm which the Italian, and 
specially the Neapolitan artisan, puts into his 
work whenever that work has any point of he- 
roic or artistic endeavorto which his ardent 
nature can attach itself. While we leaned 
over the parapets watching this unique spec- 
tacle, the saraunesque—a heavy iron door in 
the poop of the Duilio—was run up as if by 
magic, and out of the very bowels of the mon- 
ster steamed a tiny torpedo boat, carrying the 
commandant and his staff ashore. It was like 
the lowering of a drawbridge in a fortress for 
asally. The wildest applause greeted this 
unlooked for sight. I afterward inspected 
a gjaony oem which seems admirable.

The ordinance also 
directs that the proprietor of every fruit 
store or fruit stall shall, undera penalty of 35 
fine or ten days’ imprisonment, Keep a copy 
of the ordinance,printed in large type, posted 
in a conspicuous place about his shop. There 
is an ordinance in this city under which 
banana-skin flends can be prosecuted, we be- 
lieve, but the police do not seem disposed to 
enforce it.

Condition of Wheat in the Central : 
Western States. <a 


The Yield This Year Not Nearly Equal 
to Last Year’s. 


CHICAGO, July 23.—The correspondents of 
the Times have canvassed the condition of 
ithe wheat and other crops and find all cereals, 
but particularly wheat, are now 
in a critical condition where changes in the 
weather will have markéd effect on them. 
There have been several storms so recently 
that the farmers have hardly had a chance to 
yet estimate the amount of damage in flood 
by them, and it is to be noted that tbere has 
been in this region one severe storm since 
the observations upon which the corres- 


ondents based their reporis. Estimates of 
niury by the storms in the despatches are 
therefore much more apttobe below than 
above the truth. The general view of the 
wheat growing region shows the 
crop will fall far below tbat of last 
year. Heavy losses that are inevitable in 
States that may be called those of the Cen- 
tral West where a great part of the wheat of 
the country is raised cannot 
be made good by exceptional productions in 
other regions. Illinois stands first among 
the wheat-producing States of the Union, 
and reports from all parts of this State are 
so uniformly bad it is hardly worth 
while to try to sum them up. Here 
and there are counties that make 
tolerably fair reports, but they are few 
and far between, and it will 
frequently be found where the yield per acre 
promises well that the acreage has been 
greatly reduced sinceg—last year, so that 
the crop is certain to be 
light. The reports relate principally to 
spring wheat, the cultivation of which in this 
State has been declining. Nearly every county 
reports a decrease im area since last 
year, andin many localities the unfavorable 
weather and other cereal evils have made the 
crop nearly a failure. There will be a good 
deal of winter wheat, but not nearly 
as much as last deate the long 
hard winter having killed the plant in many 
localities. Here and there a county re- 
ports wheat to be good, but one 
county reports that chinch bugs have eaten 
three-fifths of the crop,and while some coun- 
ties report the crop atotal loss, others re- 
port that they will produce only 
from one to two-thirds as much 
wheat as in average wheat years. This State

IN IOWA. 
There the acreage of spring 
wheat has greatly fallen off, and with few ex- 
ceptions all the counties report small yields. 
Iowa coniplains of about everything that af- 
fects wheat—the season, the weather, the rust 
and the chinch bug.

n all of these States corn 
promises an abundant yield, and from 
near.y all points come favorable reports of 
oats and barley. The army worm is doing a 
good deal of damage to oats, 
in Northern and Central Illinois, mainly on 
the lines of the Rock [sland and Burlington 
roads, 

When the worms cannot find oats tender 
enough to suit them they attack the corn. 

The amount of damage done by them varies 
widely with the loculities. The worms are 
in lowa but so far as _ reported 
their ravages there are ona small scale. In 
other States the worms do not seem to have 
appeared. 

CHICAGO, July 23.— Unofficial but reliable 
crop reports have been received from the 
principal wheat bearing districts of Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Minnesotta, lowa, Nebraska and 
Dakota. In I!linoisnearly every county re- 
ports decrease in area since last year, and in 
many localities the unfavorable weather and 
other cereal evils have made the crops nearly 
afailure. Ona fair average the crop will be 
from one to two-thirds as much as in average 
vears. 

In lowathbe acreage has greatly fallen off. 
This State complains of everything that af- 
fects the wheat crop. Fifty-one counties re- 
port an acreage one-third less than last sea- 
son. In manv of these the crop will not be 
over eight bushels to the acre. In the 
northern districts the chinch bugs 
and tbe extreme hesrt have caused 
great damage to the growing’ crops.

Fair Proposition to Establish th, 
Favorite Resort on Permanent Basis. 


It is proposed to place the Pickwick Theg- 
ter in the hands of a stockcompany. Such , 
movement claims the attention of the sy}. 
stantial residents in the West End, and_a fey 
particulars will be of interest to the generg) 


public. The Pickwick is essentially , 
popular resort, but it has not proved 
a good investment for its 
owner, Mr. Jennings. The building apg 
grounds cost $77,£00, and the owner, who is 
desirous of shaking off the cares of an 
amusement resort enterprise, but is yet 
anxious to retain aninterest in the property, 
will be content to receive $25,000 in cash for 
the Pickwick and retain one-fifth of the 
stock, which is to be placed at $100,000 in 4,009 
shares at $25 each. The company wouldhaye 
to carry an incumbrance of $35,000, but the 
only money actually necessary to perfect the 
organization and acquire the property wil! he 
$30,000. Afterthe payment of the purchase 
money there would remain $5,000 to carry on 
the establishment and the business pertaining 
to it. 

A circular inviting attention to this propo- 
sition has been issued by Mr. A. K. Phillips, 
the manager of the Pickwick and representa. 
tive of Mr. Jennings. The pa of the 
amusement seasons at the charming bijou 
theater since its opening in 1880 could be 
placed like Bob Sawyer’s in a wine-glass coy- 
ered with a mulberry leaf. Only one engage- 
ment in tne Pickwick’s history has 
vielded asurplus, that of the New York 
Bijou Company in Cellier’s operas last sum- 
mer. While the most lavish compliments 
have been bestowed by the public upon the 
theater and its features of comfort and at- 
traction as a fashionable evening rerort the 
patronage bas been meager.  Man- 
ager Coltins of Uhrig’s Cave, an 
able and experienced director of 
amusement enterprises, was willing at 
one time to take hold of the Pickwick and 
conduct the summer seasonof opera there 
but the offer was not accepted. Mr. Cottrill, 
the bill-poster, then entered into an arrange- 
ment with Manager Phillips to furnish the 
money necessary for the summer season and 
the profits were to beshared. Cottrill. how- 
ever, got tired of paying out week after 
week upon fruitless engagements and 
atlength he backed out, leaving the last 
week’s orchestral services unpaid. During 
tbe winter season a large rental is derive 
by renting the theater for special entertain- 
ments, amateur theagricals, concerts, parties, 
etc., which make up the social life of the 
West End season. It is admirably adapted 
for social gatherings and is generally rented 
for $60 to $75 per night. The Pickwick has 
likewise been rented by families for evening 
parties in cases where home accommodations 
are not extensive. The cafe,a new department 
opening into the garden has vielded an average 
profit of $50 per night during the hot weather. 
There is little doubt that with the hearty co- 
operation of shareholders and judicious 
mapagement, based upon theatrical ex- 
perience, the Pickwick can be made to yield 
a handsome profit to all whoare interested in 
it. 


The Catholic Protectorate 


Hands. 

The transfer of the Catholie Protectorate to 
the Orphans’ Board marks the partialjfailure 
of an enti rprise that was started with creat 
eclat some years ago.- A number of gentie- 
men fired with an enthusiasm to rival the pro- 
tectorates or industrial schools which have 
been successful in the East, acquired a tract 
of Jand near Glencoe, Mo., eight years ago 
and started the present building. 

A porticn of it was soon completed and 
dedicated. It was expected that the whole 


would soon be put under roof, but the re- 
mainder of the building remains in the same 
incomplete state as in the day of the 

artial dedication. The enterprise never 
flourished and the number of boys at the in- 
stitution was never large enough to run the 
farm and other appurtenances in the way 
intended or desired. The Board of Mana- 
gers about a year ago made an attempt 
to have Catholic children who were under 
the law committed tothe House of Refuge 
sent to Glencoe, the sum of money which the 
children’s subsistence cost in the city insti- 
tution to be paid to the protectorate manage- 
ment. The move was unsuccessful. For 
the last six months the institution 
has been falling back and 1t was at last deem- 
ed the wisest step to let the Orphans’ Board 
try their hand atit. They assume both the 
debt and management.

Can Illegitimate Children Receive 
Benevolent Funds?—A Legal Query. 


Emilie Witz, widow of Frederick Witz, has 


filed a suit against M. D. Lewis, the Public 
Administrator, alleging that the sum of $200, 
aportion of the benefit fund paid by the 
Holy Trinity Benevolent Society, has passed 
into the hands of the Public Administrator 
who refuses to pay it to the widow. Fora 
second cause of action Mrs. Witz alleges that 
the Public Administrator withholds the 
further sum of $W0 paid on account of her 
husband’s death by the German Roman Cath- 
olic Benevolent Society. A POST-DISPATCH 
reporter called upon the Public Administra- 
tor for an explanation ofthe matter and he 
readily comptied. “This isa curious case,’’ 
said Mr. Lewis, ‘‘and it involves a nice legal 
oint. Mr. Witz died tolerably wealthy at 
ort Madison, la., leaving property there 
and likewise here. He was married to a Ger- 
man Jady in this country, but he had two il- 
legitimate children in Germany, the fruit of 
an illicit intercourse before he 
came to America. On his 
deathbed it seems that he must have been 
stricken with remorse, and with a desire to 
satisfy his conscience in regard toa suitable 
provision for these children of shame he 
made a will directing that the noneys due 
is @state from two benevolent’ societies 
ld be paid at his deathto them. Now 
the by-laws of the societies direct that the 
fuhd shall be paid to the widow, and it 
remains to be seen whether a man can make 
any other disposition of money acquired from 
a society benetit fund which aims at the 
relief of a widow of a member or orphans.

; Corners of St. Louis and the 
— ree Running Them.
